TE; publication which appeared about the 
middle of this month, and ſaid to be taken 


from a copy handed about by the friends of the 
late Earl of Chatham, makes it neceſſary for 
me to give an anſwer, figned with my name: 


The firſt paragraph of that publication ob- 


ſerves very truly, that various falſe reports had 
been induſtriouſiy propagated concerning a ne- 
gotiation ſaid to have been carried on between 
the Earl of Bute and the late Earl of Chatham. 
No leſs than three ſeveral reports of negotiations 
between thoſe two noble Lords, reached me in 
the courſe of laſt ſpring, each differing from the 
other two in circumſtances, and all from one 
another in the ſubſtitutes named as having been 
employed in the tranſactions; and I took ſome 
pains to ſearch into the origin of theſe ſtories;
